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1 . The After-final amendment filed 12/3 1/06 has been considered and entered. Claims 1- 
4,7,13-22,26,35,36,38,39 and 42-45 have been canceled. Claims 6,10,12,24,25,31-34,40 and 41 
remain in the application. 

2. In light of the amendment filed 12/31/06, the 35 USC 102 and 35 USC 103 rejections 
have been withdrawn. 

3. In light of the amendment filed 12/3 1/06, the foUov^ng Examiner's amendment has been 
necessitated to avoid a potential 35 USC 1 12 issue concerning the definition of a Lewis Base. 
Hence, the subjected matter of claims 6,10,12 and 24 have been incorporated into the 
independent claims 31-34 respectively. 

Examiner's Amendment 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 

1 .3 12. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Steven Hultquiston 1/17/07. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
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Claims 6,10,12 and 24 have been canceled. 

In claims 31-34, the phrase - selected from the group consisting of alkene, diene, 
cycloalkene, cyclodiene, cyclooctatetraene, alkyne, substituted alkyne (symmetrical or 
asymmetrical), amine, diamine, triamine, tetraamine, ether, diglyme, triglyme, tetraglyme, 
phosphine, carbonyl, dialkyl sulfide, vinyltrimethylsilane and allytrimethylsilane - has been 
inserted after the phrase "L is a coordinating Lewis base". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 25,3 1-34,40 and 41 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach the claimed iridium beta-diketonates or iridium beta- 
ketoiminates defined by the claimed chemical structure.
